{1 Children May Have Died 
Without Sick Baby Fund 


Without the Sick Baby Fund 
eleven Upland children may have 
died lust year. ‘But they were 
treated and lived. 


It is to continue work of this 
nature and other gervices that 
Mrs. Earl Johnson, Sick Baby fund 
representative on the Upland War 
Chest committee, issued an appeal 
today for all Upland citizens to 
make contributions to the local 
drive now underway. 

A few case histories of the chil- 
dren saved were given by Mrs. 
Johnson to illustrate her point. 
They were selected from the rec- 
ords of ‘children cared for the 
past year. 

BE. O. Case No. 30422. Age four 
months. A case of Rickets. The 
disease was due to malnutrition 
and dehydration and was compli- 
cated by vomiting and diarrhea. 
Treatment was mainly a feeding 
problem. After the patient had 
been treated for one week only, 
the gain in weight was four pounds 
and practically all symptoms of, 
malnutrition had disappeared. 

D. G, Case No. 3095. Age five 
years. _The compound, compres- 
sion fracture cf the skull was a 
case of non-epidemic meningitis, 
‘When the patient was.admitted he 
appeared to be moribund,. with a 
temperature of 104 degrees and 
in convulsions.. The administra- 
tion of heroic doses of penicillin 
was immediately -begun and the 
infection quickly subsided and the 
temperature returned to normal, 
The head was operated upon, the 
depression was relieved and at the 
end of the eighth day the patient |

acceptable. In all fairness, however, a sales slip for paymant on account 
cannot be eligible for use on dividend day.
